tion. 

The most important factor in 
the situation concerns the Imme. 
diute future of 22-year-old Yves 
St Laurent. 

When he Inherited the Dior 
mantle after the Master's death 
Inst year, his call-up for mili- 
tary cervice hod already been 
deferred once and after Dior’s 
death it was deferred a second 
time. 

A third deferment would have 
been conceivable and even like- 
ly in the old pre-de Gaulle days, 
Under the present Government, 
however, It scems certain that 
young st Laurent’s call-up can- 
not long be delayed. 

This will be a  cansiderable 
blow to the Dior establishment,
